‘Strong Circular Is Issued by 


the Labor Leader 


Washington, October !2.—‘In performe 
ing a solemn duty at this time in sup- 
port of a political party, labor does not 
become partisan to a political party, 
but partisan to a principle,’’. declared 
President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, in a circular is- 
sued today regarding -labor’s attitude 
in the campaign. He charges that the 
republican party and its candidate stand 
for further extending into this coun- 
try a despotic government, vested in 
the judiciary, and that the democratic 
party and its candidate stand for gov- 
ernnient by law vested in the people. 

The circular is addressed to “Men of 
labor, lovers of human liberty,’ and 
says in part: 

“The judiciary, 


induced by corpora- 
tions and trusts and protected by the 
republican party, is, step by step, de- 
stroying government by law and sub- 
stituting therefor a government by 
judges who determine what, in their 
opinion, is wrong what Is evidence, who 
ix guilty and what the punismment shall 
be. This revolution is depriving the 
workers of their rights as citizens, and 
will inevitably be applicable td the busi- 
ness men later. This virus and poison has 
in several instances entered On the les- 
islative field by making laws which may 
be enforced by equity process. Despotie 
power under the ermine is dangerous 
despotic power under the crown.”

\they can be bought at home. 

It is a condition and not a theory that makes and will keep the south 
democratic... | 

The south has grown and prospered, not through the false republican 
policy of trust protection, but in spite of it. How much greater would have 
been its prosperity under active democratic policies and principles we can 
only surmise, and regret that the opportunity has been so long delayed. 

Whai Judge aft said of the “solid south,” he might with equal propriety 
have said of solid republican New England, as is sugg 
a correspondent published today.

New York, October 12,—-The price 
level in the New York stock market 
adjusted itself almost spasmodically to 
the better outlook today, for a peace- 
ful settlement of the near. eastern 
question in European politics.

There was a 
mood of eongratulation over the dem- 
onstrated absorptive power of the New 
York market in view of the admitted 
volume of last week’s foreign liquida- 
tion, which ig placed by competent au- 
thorities at $20,000,000 to $25,000,000. 
With the removal] of the foreign selling 
pressure, the organized control of the 
stock market was prompt to replace 

rices at a level, to compensate for 
ast week's declines. The first prices 
represented the greater, part of the ad-;
